Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. Claims 5-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ito 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,086,070 A) in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication 
(US2004/0072347 A1). 

Ito teaches a Czochalski or Floating Zone methods for producing an n-type 
silicon wafer doped with a Group V element having a <1 1 1>-crystal orientation axis and 
uniform resistivity distribution on its surface. The center axis of the single crystal is tilted 
slightly from the <1 1 1> axis, in order to utilize the doping element and distribution 
quantity in the radial direction uniformly. Then, the wafer is obliquely sliced form a 
single crystal at an angle (See column 2, lines 12-44). 

The difference being that Ito does not teach a silicon wafer with a <1 10>-crystal 
orientation produced by the Czochalski or Floating Zone method. 

Itzuka, et al (US2004/0072437 A1) teaches a Czochalski or Floating Zone 
method for producing a silicon wafer and a SOI wafer having a <1 10>-crystal orientation 
(See entire document). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
modify and optimize the teaching of Ito, as stated supra, with the teachings of Itzuka, et 
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al. The motivation being to prevent degradation of surface roughness of a wafer 
produced. 

A reference is good not only for what it teaches by direct anticipation but also for 
what one of ordinary skill might reasonably infer from the teachings. In re Opprect 12 
USPQ 2d 1235, 1236 (CAFC 1989); In re Bode 193 USPQ 12; In re Lamberti 192 
USPQ 278; In re Bozek 163 USPQ 545, 549 (CCPA 1969); In re Van Mater 144 USPQ 
421; In re Jacoby 135 USPQ 317; In re LeGrice 133 USPQ 365; In re Preda 159 USPQ 
342 (CCPA 1968). 

Expected beneficial results are evidence of obviousness, just as unexpected 
beneficial results are evidence of unobviousness. In re Novak 16 USPQ 2d 2041 (Fed. 
Cir., BPAI 1989); In re Hoffman 194 USPQ 126 (CCPA 1977); In re Skoll 187 USPQ 
481 (CCPA 1975); In re Skoner 186 USPQ 80 (CCPA 1975); In re Garshon 152 USPQ 
602 (CCPA 1967). 

The use of conventional materials to perform their known functions in a 
conventional process is obvious. In re Raner 134 USPQ 343 (CCPA 1964).
